WASHINGTON, January Is.—-'Specia!.| —sen- 
gtor riwn’s carriage created a decided sensa- 
dion in Washington this morning. The driver 
had just started from the stable to go to the 
Nations! hotel to take the senator to the Capi- 
go!, when bis horses became frightened. They 
dashed cown Eighth street at full specd, and 
whirled into Pennsylvania avenue so suddeuly 
that they threw the dviver sprawling from his 
seal. ‘ihe teamthen made down the avenue 
ut full gallop. They suceceded in Knocking 
ihe spriugs from another carriage and tearing 
ihe side off a wagon with which they came into 
collision. They were making straight down 
ihe strcect car track, and were about to rush 
square into a street ear. when several gnen 
jumped ino front of them and, by a vigorous 
waving of bats and umbre!las, brought them 
to a halt. The driver was not seriously 
hurt. ‘ihe horses were unscratehed and 
carriage was not injured. after this furious 
dash which terrified the avenue’ tor two 
blocks, completely knocked out two other vo 

heicles and threatened to demolish the street

GEORGIA BILLS INTRODUCED. 

The followmg Dills were introduced by 
Cieorgia members today:

Hurd claims that 
Romie ss was returned by the aid of imporved 
voters and glaring frauds. He will svon come 
to Washington to press his contest. [t will at 
least give him opportunity for the display of 
his ©: aterical powers before the house.

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WORK IN THE SENATE 


Whe -fadicial Salary Bill—Montana Wantsto 
Come in. 

WaA-HINGTON, January Is.—Mr. Sherman 
resuined the chair of the senate today. Among 
dhe petitions presented and appropriately re 
ferred was one by Mr. Coke, from the mer- 
chants of El Paso, Texas,complaining of siiug- 
gling on the Mexican border. and urging con- 
wress tv take measures to put a stop to it. 

Among the reports submitted from the com- 
mittees was one by Mr. Cullom, from the com- 
mittec appointed to investigate the subject of 
dhe reculation of freight and passenger 
on railread and water routes. With the report 
Mr. Cr:lom submitted a bill regulating inter- 
state « umerce, which he asked might be re- 
ferred .ack to the committee, and that the 
commitiee be continued. The request was 
vranted and the resolution PASSE ad ordering 
priyi: ga 5.000 copies of the committee's report 
and th« testimony taken before it. 

Mr. Harrison offered a resolution to admit 
Hon. t;. C. Moody, of Dakota. to the floor of 
ihe senate during this session. 

Mr. Cockrell objected, and the 
went over. 

Mr. Vourhees presented inemorials from the 
citizens of Montana, praying that the territory 
may be admitted as a state into the union, and 
also introduced a bill providing for such ad- 
Dissicn. 

Mr. Harrison gave notice that on Friday he 
woud call up the Dakota bill. 

ASKING FOR INFORMATION, 

Mr. Ingalls offered a resolution directing 
the sccretery of the treasury to inform ‘the 
Senate what proportion of the ten millions of 
United States bonds, called for payment Feb- 
ruary Ist, 1556, are held by national banks as 
a basis for cirevlation. and how much by each 
bank. : 

Mr. Edmunds inquired whether Mr. Ingalls 
thought the senate had any right to call 
on the secretary for anv such information. “I 
have seen it questioned in the newspapers.” 
Mr. Ecmuuds added. 

Mr. Ingallssupposed Mr. Edmunds was hardly 
serious in asking such a question upon the res- 
olution offered. 

Mr. Edmunds remarked that he was perfect! y 
serious, 

Mr. Ingalls said he understood that a large 
Proportion of the bonds to be called on Febru- 
ury Ist were held by national banks, and that 
instead cfany money being paid out of the 
treasury there was to be a processof bookkeep- 
ing by which a Jarge amount of circulation 
wasto be retired, and the currency to that 
extent contracted. He thought it concerned the 
country toknow if such was the fact. Mr. 
ingalis said he did not know whether the sen- 
ute had any rightto callon the secretary of 
the treasury for any information in his posses- 
sien, but at least the senate shonld know 
whether it was eniitled to ask for informa. 
Lion. 

Mr. Cockrell asked whether the law did not 
require the eecretary of the treasury to call in 
outstarding’ bends in «a certain order. and 
whether the secretary of the treasury could 
adopt any different order’ 

_ Mr. Ingalls said his resolution invelyed no 
Implication against the secretary of the treas- 
ury. 

Mr. Cockre!! repeated his question. 

Mr. Ingalls said that there was no doubt 
that Mr. Cockrell’s statement was true. Mr. 
Ingalls merely wished to know what propor- 
tion of the money now in the treasury was to 
be paid out for bonds called for February 1. 

- Mr. Edmunds thought the resolution a prop- 
€r one in any event. The point made by him 
with what had been regarded, perhaps, as a 
Sense of humor, was made in order that the 
Senate might be sensible of the fact that the

Mr. Morrill thought the resolution of suffi- 
cient importance to have it go over till tomor- 
row.

AS TO THE FISHERIFS, 

Mr. Frye offered a resolution relating to the 
fisheries, the preambie to which recites that— 

Whereas, the president had recommended con 
gress to provide for a commission to settie and ad 
just the fisheries question, and, whereas 

The fisheries question had been settled for ten 
years past under the treaty of Washington, at a cost 
of $5 500,000 in money and the remission of 1%) 
000 of duties in that period, and whereas 

That treaty bad resulted in an increase of five 
hundred vessels and ten thousand seamen tothe 
Canadian fishing fleets, with a corresponding de- 
crease in the fishing fleets of the United States, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the 
commission clothed with the powers reter 
ought not to be provided for by con 

Mr. Edmunds was glad that 
was introduced, but thought « word necessary 
in regard to the action of the president, had 
with her majesty’s government, after the time 
had expired when, according to the provisions 
of the law, the whole fishery matter and cus- 
toms matter connected with it, had absolutely 
terminated, seemed to be stated he saidina 
report just Mid on the desks of the 
senators, that the president. with- 
out anv advice or the consent of the 
senate bad enftered into arrangements with 
her majesty’s government by whieh citizens 
of the United States were accorded certain 
rights in fishing in British water, which by 
the existing treaties and laws of nations they 
would not otherwise have, and that British 
subjects were accorded reciprocal rights m the 
United States. If that was what was meant 
by the statements of the report. (and he spoke 
of it With reserve, because he had only just 
seen the report.) it certainly prescnied a very 
grave question as to the exertion of the execn- 
tive power in the matter of entering into a 
rangements with foreign powers alltccting the 

ights of citizens of the United 

“tates, tT the face ot the 
stitutional provision that gives the president 
power to make treaties “by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate.” 

It may be, he added, that the arrangement 
referred to was not a treaty, but in respect to 
the end to be obtained by it, it was what a 
treatv would be and what had never been sup- 
nosed could be done without a treaty. 

Mr. Morgan inquired whether any right had 
been given the British tishermen hb the ar- 
rangement referred to that they would not 
have bad without it. 

Mr. Edmunds repiied that if the statements 
of the correspondents meant what they seemed 
to mean, (and he had read some of them) the 
powers granted could only be granted, as he 
understood the constitution, by a treaty made 
by the president in the constitutional way. 
Heonly called attention tothe matter, and 
did that in the best Spirit, as he de- 
sircd to speak of the president with every re- 
spect. 

Mr. Morgan said that under the resolution 
that had passed congress instructing the pres: 
ident to terminate the fishery treaty. we hap- 
pened to fix a time in the middle of the fishing 
scason, and after the people had gone to great 
expense in preparation forthe work of fishing. 
It would havé been u great injury, he sail, to 
stop the work of the fleets in the middle of 
their cruises, and perhaps the president, in 
conference with the British LUuthoglies, had 
strained a point in orderto accommodate the 
interests and provide for the welfare of that 
larve class of people interested, 

Mr. Hoar thought he represented the con- 
stituency aost largely interested in the fish- 
cry question, and as farashe understood, out 
fishermen had not discovered that the arrange- 
1} : .% 
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possible 
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ent referred iv had heen made in their in- 
crests, The fishermen of the United States 
did not agree with the senator from Alahawia. 

Mr. Dawes said thata year’s’ notice in ad- 
vance had been given to everybody that the 
privileges alluded to would terminate at axviv- 
entime. Therefore the “suddenness” of the 
emergency had not rendcred the arrangement 
Heces+ary. 

Mr. Frye cafled attention to the fact that 
while thearrangement was claimed to have been 
made in the interest of American fishermen 
vet no American fisherman had ever asked o1 
proposed such an arrangement. That had 
been left for Mr. West, the British minister, tu 
do. For ten years Great Britain had been 
“protecting” the interests of American 
fishermen. The people of New 
Kngland. Mr. frye continued, desired 
no further commissions to settle the fisheries 
questions.- The United states had gained 
nothing by the work of the former commis- 
sion, though Canada had gained immensely 
by it. The people of the United States asked 
nothing of Great Britain. Mr. Frye character- 
ized thg “arrangement referred to as a most 
mamgclSus piece of business in the way 
of diplomacy that our history could show. 

“Our fishermen,” he Said, “do not ask the 
ritish minister to interfere to protect them, 
hut they do ask thatthe United States shalt 
be self assertive, and that is all thatthey ask. 
Our fishermen ask that this great republic of 
fifty-six millions of people shall protect he 
fishermen in their rights. Theydemand that 
instead of yielding to (creat Briiain.as has been 
done every time, we skall stand by our rights. 
The fishermen, he knew as well as he 
knew that Great Britain dare not undertake to 
defend the course of the Canadians. The Can- 
adians, in taking eighty United States vessels 
into colonial ports, or trying and con- 
demping them on the evidence 
of colonial witness, who stood 
on shore and looked out to the sea and guessed 
that the vessels were within the three-mile 
limit. Let the United States be what they 
were able to be, and not be frightened to 
death by the ghost of dead treaties. Our ex- 
ecutive officers were trembling atthe ghost of 
the Clayton- Bulwer treaty, which Great Bri- 
tain had regarded dead for a quarter of acentu- 
ry. ‘Let us assert our rights,” said Mr. Frye, 
“and there will be no war, but onr people on 
the Canadian coast will have theirrights. No 
war! Never was a people in the wide world 
under mortgage to keep the peace with us as 
(;reat Britain is today.’ 

Mr. Morgan expressed astonishment at the 
vigor and zeal with which the question was 
argued. The action of the gov- 
ernment. he sald, had not 
heen laid before the senate except in an in- 
formal way. No just criticism of the presi- 
cent or the secretary of the state could be 
based on the information before the senate. 

le wus entirely surprised to hear that the 
alrangement spoken of was an intrusion of 
power on the part of the executive department, 
und that American fishermen were not to be 
benefitted by it. Mr. Morgan thought the 
debate had brought the matter of private 
greed into the senate and placed the United 
Statcs in an undignified position before the 
world. But it did not follow. he said, that be- 
cause the commissions appointed under former 
administrations bad made bad treaty.a commis- 
sion appoimted underthe present administration 
would make a bad one. Hedid not think it 
necessary for us, when we Wanted to Speak io 
Gieat Britain about unvything, to man our 
ships and lead our guns. There was much in 
war, he said, that was not to be approved, as 
this couniry was prepared to testify. THe was 
for the sway of reason, for the influence 
of justice and truth in preterence to war or 
anything that looked like war. The sense of 
self respect on the partof the United States 
government did not require it to buckle on 
its armor whenever it went out fo meet Great 
britain, or any other government. 

After further debate the resolution went 
over, Mr. Conger giving notice that he would 
be heard on it tomerrow. = 

THE SILVER QUESTION. } 

Mr. Eustis addressed the senate on the silver 

question: We were told, in 1575, he said,

we could not become.a bi-metulic uation wit! 


out an arrangementwith the other nations.estab- 
lishing the relations of silver te gold, and that 
the silver coinage legistation then propose: 
would flood this country with silver, that gold 
would be exported in large quantities, 
“and that our securities would consequently de- 
preciate. Gold men then predicted universal 
distress assure to come. Since that time act- 
nal experience had taken the place of specu!a- 
tion. The law of ts75 had been eight years in 
operation, and none of the predictionsghad 
been realized. Silver and gold were siill ful! 
legal tender. The president had told us that 
there was not enough silver now in circulation 
to cause any uneasiness, and that the whole 
amount new coined might, after a time, be ab- 
soiled by the people without apprehension, 
but ihat it was the “ceaseless stream that 
threatened to overflow,” etc. We were to 
understand, then. that this silver 
dollat is au honest dollar when 
absorbed by the people, but clishonest 
when offered to the bondholders. Were we to 
have a double standard of morality—one for 
the pconple and the other for the bendholders ? 
Would any department of the government 
arrcgate to itself the arbitrary power of esta)- 
lishing an unjust discriminatior® against the 
people, and an indefensible favoritism to the 
bondholders? If so, how could the peuple ac- 
cept that departwent as the guardian of their 
interests’ We bad not been informed thatany 
unusual exportation of gold had oecurred, nor 
that gold and silver had parted compsny. We 
also knew that the bonds had not depreciated, 
they being worth more today = than 
in 1878. Since 1578 we had coined 
382,000,000 of gold and $215,080,000 of silver. 
Qur financial legislation had received the ap- 
proval of the country, and we should have the 
courage to maintain our position and to sur- 
rencer only to the force of argument. It 
wou!d be an appalling admission to make to 
the country if we wereto create a financial 
policy every few years, and then destroy it 
merely because persons high in authority had 
chosen to differ with us. It had never been 
proposed by the United States, Mr. lcustis con- 
tinued, to contro] the value of silver bullion 
'n Londen, neither was it in our power to con 
trol it there, But our legal tender coin should 
not bave its value varied by the price 
of silver bullion in other countries, 
It was sufficient for us to knowthat the pres- 
ent silver dollar contained the same number 
of grains of silver that it had always contained 
from 17% to the present time. It had always 
proved satisfactory to the American people. 
and nothing more need be said in its favor. 
Mr. Eustis reviewed :t some length the histo- 
ry of our coinage, and a'so the financial his- 
tory of France, whose example, he said, we 
cculd well afford to follow. France had a total 
silver coinage in cireulation— meluding 
French, Belgian aud Italian -of 
STOO OG0, without including sub- 
sidiary coin, [ff that amount could 
be absorbed without uneasiness 
or disturbance in France, let our executive ot- 
licers explain tous why the samé process of 
absorption could not safely occur in this coun 
tiv. After eighty years of experience France is 
determined to maintain her policy. At the pres- 
cnt rate of coinage in the United States it 
would take us fifteen years to make our silver 
coinage equal in volume to our gold coinage 
and it would take us fifteen years to reach the 
existing volume of five france pieces now in 
circulation in France. Our population, re- 
scurces and enterprise being greater than that 
of any European country, why could) we not, 
with perfect satety, approximate 
the financial condition of Frances There 
wus but reason, That reason 
was that in France all departments of the gov- 
ernment were in hearty sympathy wiih the 
tinamcial policy of the country. and actively 
co-operated with the people to sustain it, be 
in France “publie office is a public 
t.’ while it would seem that in this coun 
patriotic maxim prevails only to 
extent. The results t hie 
pohev of hail never been 
fully tested according te its true intent and 
spirit, because cur executive department hid, 
in its practice, m: ! unfriendliness 1 
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had retarded it. Ifthat depart 
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‘The judicial salary bill was placed before 
the senate, the pending amendment being that 
of Mr. Morgan, limiting the increase of salary 
to cases of “judges hereafter appointed.”

Mr. Call offered an amendment providing fon 
removal of the jucges for drunkenness.

The bill came to a vote and was passed. 

It gives all United’ States district court 
judges 35,000 a year, and prohibits them from 
appointing their relatives to office in their 
courts, 

The bill providing for a presidential count 
was then placed before the senate. :

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THE INTER-STATE BILL. 


For the Regulation of Commerce Between 


the States. 

WASHINGTON, January 15.--The following 
isa brief synopsis ofthe billto regulate com- 
werce, reported from the senate select com- 
mittee upon the inter-state rarilroad transpor- 
tation, today by Senator Cuilom. After speci- 
fying the "ee of carriers,or rather the kinds 
of trafic toPwhich the regulations prescribed 
are to apply, and declaring that all the charges 
carriers shall 
the preliminary 
“€ctions aim to prohibit every variety of unjust 
dischimination, to prescribe adequate penalties 
therefor. and to provide for the enforcement 
thereof in the courts of the United States, 
sections include the requirement that 
all the carriers shall afford reasonable facilities 
tor the interchange of traffic with connecting 
aud the prohibition of a greater charge 
the shorter than for the longer 
ubce, except when it can be affirmatively 
Jished by the carriers that such charges 
does not constitute an unjust discrimination. 
Another section requires all the carriers sub- 
ccttogthe provisions of the proposed act to 
tile their tariffs and classifications with the in- 
terstate Commerce commission and provides 
that they sball be posted or otherwise published 
but loaves to be determined bythe commission 
the mannér of publication, and the places at 
and hetween which the rates shall be pub- 
lished. Provision is made for enforcing the 
requirements of the commission in these re- 
spects through the courts, and for the main- 
of rates that may be thus published. 
Provision i made for the appointment. 
Ly the president, of five commissioners to be 
coitirmed by the senate, and several sections 
are devoted to prescribing the the 
Dil=s:oner’rs hiahilit rit which Com

FROM INDIANA

The Sheriff Locked Up by a Masked Mob, and 
Guarded, While Another Party Takes the 
Murderer Out and Lynch Him—A Medley 
of Crime and Disastrous Doings. 


VINCENNES, Ind., January 15.—Holly Epps, 
the murderer of farmer Dobson, has expiated 
terrible crime at the hands of Judge 
Lyoch. About 12:4) this morning, a crowd of 
masked men, numbering from twenty to thir- 
tr. carrying sledge-hammers and various 
other implements, were seen marching through 
the suburbs of thecity down Sixth street 
towards the jail. Their masks were nothing 
Lut bandana handkerchiefs, but the face was 
so carefully covered that identification was 
impossible. They marched steadily and si- 
lently to the courthouse yard. Here they 
saw two policemen. The leader of the 
gavyg approached those officially, and peremp- 
torily ordered them to go home. The police- 
men Cisappeared as if by magic. Stationing 
masked sentinels at each corner of the jail 
yard, the greater part of the gang entered the 
yard, and walked stealthily up teward the 
portico of the sheriff's residence. Not a sound 
could be heard save the shuffling of a score of 
feet. The lynchers back, while the 
leader knocked again and again, but received 
no response. Finally, however, with louder 
rapping and fiercer calling. Sheriff Seddle- 
mever was aroused, and coming te the door. 
called out from within 

“Who's there?’ 

“We want veutoopen the door and let us 
in. We are friends and want to in. 
We want to see you,’ answered lead- 
er. in calm and steady tones, 

“{ can't let von in tonight. gentlemen,” de- 
cidedly answered the sheriff. 

“But we must get in,” said the leader. “We 
propose to have the black carcass of the nigger 
who murdered poor old Farmer Dobson, up in 
Green county, aud if vou don’t let us in we 
will get in any how.’ 

“You can’t come in here,” spoke the sheriff 
determinedly, ‘and if vou try to break in you 
will violate the laws and lav yourselves liable 
to criminal prosecution.”

Oc- 
casionally a raid would be made in Griffin in 
the same manner. The case would be report- 
ed at police headquarters and a description 
of the articles stolen were left, but that would 
be the end of it, as nothing could be found of 
the articles or the bold thief. The 
successful manner in which the 
burglar had evaded a]l attempts to detect him 
made him fbolder. A few days ago he broke 
into the house of Mr. Rufus Seagroves, in Pike 
county, in the day time, and while in the 
house some one came up and he was seen, but 
jumped out of the window and ran.

THE CRIMINAL RUN IN. 

A description was given of the man t; the 
police, and late Saturday evening Offi 3s Doe 
and Gloss ran him in. When he wasa. -oach- 
ed by the officers he showed fight, anc is they 
came nearer to him, he drew a p.stol from his 
pocket and brought the policemen to a halt. 
He was finally arrested and disarmed, and he 
proved to bea colored man named Albert 
Josett. As soon as his arrest was made known 
maby appeared at headquarters and complain- 
ed of robberies. A search warrant was issued 
and Josett’s boarding house was searched, 
and there was found enough 
clothing ready made and 
piece. goods, and collars and cuffs, handker- 
chiefs, silk and linen. cravats and scarfs to start 
a first-class—or rather a third-class, furnishing 
store. Josett appeared before the city court 
this morning under the charge of carrying 
concealed weapons and plead guilty. He was 
fined forty dollars and cost or twelve months 
in the chaingang. 

HE CONFESSES. 

After Josett was arrested he confessed to 
having carricd on a systematic plan of rob- 
bing house, foralong time. He would steal 
the goods and articles and ship them to Macon 
to a pal who would sell them. He never 
offered any of the stolen articles for 
sale here, and that is one reason 
why he had not been detected. Among the 
articles found in his possession was, what is 
calied a burglar’s magnet, it is a queer looking 
instrument that is used in unlockiog door by 
placing it nearthe key hole aud turning it 
around it causes the key to turn and unlocks 
the door. While it was being ex- 
amined several negroes came up, 
and one of them said, “see dat 
thing, that’s what done all this mischief; that 
man can putdatdown by you and tell what 
you going to do.” The other one replsed, ‘It’s 
a bad looking thing.” 

A number of articles have been claimed, but 
there isa pile at police headquarters yet, that 
can be recovered by proving property. 

It willbe some time before Albert Josett 
will have opportunity to ply his nefarious bus- 
iness again, as there are three warrants 
against him besides the twelve months sen- 
ttnre he has to serve ont.

Where was the strange man—friend or 
enemy? As if in responsd to my query he 
suddenly rose up, stepped noiselessly inside the 
door, aud next instant a revolver began to 
erack and a voice shouted at me: 

“Keep down, colone!: hug the floor!” 

I rolled over on my face, and I heard yells, 
screams and groans. It was all over in thirty 
seconds, and some one called: “All right, 
colone|—I’ve wiped the varmints out!” 

I sprang up to find Jackson standing in the 
center of the cabin, and on the floor lay out- 
law, wife and children, alldead. It was as I 
had argued the day previous. The two men 
had separated in the woods—Sheen to return 
directly to camp and Jackson to hunt for game 
for supper. Theoutlaw had ambushed Sheen 
and killed him, and Jackson had heard the re- 
port of the gun and become suspicious.

Three Rotten-Borough Legislatures. 

The New York Sun calls attention to the 
gross injustice that keeps the legislatures of 
three democratic states—New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut—under the cdsfrol 
of the republican party, thus changing the 
control of the United States senate, and pre- 
venting many desirable reforms in the three 
states. Mr. Cleveland carried the three 
states—New York by a majority of 1,047, 
New Jersey by 4,412, and Connecticut by 
1,276 majority, and yetthe legislature of 
New York had on joint ballot a republican 
mzjority of twenty-four; the legislature of 
New Jersey a similar majority of thirteen, 
and in the Connecticut legislature the repub- 
licans had a clear majority of eighty-one. In 
the three states that Mr. Cleveland carried 
by an aggregate majority of nearly 7,000, 
there ‘was an adverse majority in the legis- 
Jatures of 118. 

And what is worse, our New York coa- 
temporary sees no way to remove or even 
lessen the injustice complained of. The New 
York republicans, last year, disregarded con- 
stitutional provisions in relation to a state 
census upon which a new apportionment 
could be based, and the chances are that the 
legislature will act in a similar manner this 
winter. They prefer to keep the gerryman- 
der they have, even if it involves a plain in- 
fraction of the constitution they have sworn 
to obey, and violates public decency and 
justice. The Connecticut plan is simply a 
plan to keep the republican party in power 
without reference to popular majorities, and 
in New Jersey the gerrymander is only. bet- 
ter in degree. In none of the three states 
can there be any reform except through the 
The republicans 
may, however, by a continuance of the pres- 
ent injustice arouse a public sentiment that 
will sweep them out of place in spite of their 
rotten-borough systems. It will take a tidal

Home Markets for Farmers. 
In a recent pointed editorial article in the

of nine-tenths of the obstacles against which the 
sturdy farmers of the north have to contend, they 
have stood still in all material respects while their 
less-favored brethren have prospered and advanced. 
Possessed of surpassingly fertile grass lands, they 
have reared no cattle ; occupying tracts infinitely 
superior to any in the northern states for fruit and 
vegetable growing, they have neglected both. 
They have clung desperately to the old regime, 
paying for their loyalty in hardship and depend- 
ence, toiling year after year at the cruel and inex- 
orable treadmill, while the north has grown rich 
selling them the necessities of life. The Missis- 
sippi or Louisiana farmer, dwelling in the midst 
of eterna] pastures and owning land simply peer- 
less in fertility and resource, gives the whole year 
of his labor and care to the task of raising cotton 
to pay for the western corn and hay with which 
he feeds his teams, and the northern bacon and 
cornmeal wherewith he furnishes his family 
board. Ifsuccersful, he keeps even with the world. 
If any misfortune befalls him he takes a fresh 
step toward bankruptcy and expatriation. That 
is all. The problem of his life has no furtner pos 
sibilities. | 

Now, the facts here stated by our esteemed 
contemporary are worthy of attentions, but 
the attempt to account for facts themselves 
is something of a failure. For instance, 
the impression which the Star leaves on its 
readers is that lack of thrift and enterprise 
is at the bottom of the failure of the south- 
ern farmer to take advantage of the unsur- 
passed fertility of hissoil—that he has “‘clung 
desperately to the old regime,’’ and the all- 
cotton theory simply because he prefers the 
old methods. 

But nothing could be more unjust or more 
untrue. The southern farmer is precisely 
what his condition has made him ; his en- 
terprise—or his Jack of it—is precisely that 
demanded by his environment. Under 
similar circumstances the northern farmers 
who have tried the experiment in this sec- 
tion do no better than the southern tarmer 
and many do not succeed so well. The 
great trouble is that southern farmers lack 
adequate home markets. At the north, and 
even at the west, the farmers have home 
markets. They find a ready demand for 
their mikk, their butter, their poultry, 
their vegetables and all the other products 
of a well-managed and well-regulated farm. 
They find markets that will pay them profit- 
able prices for their products, and the wise 
editors who see this sort of thing going on 
at the north cannot understand why the 
southern farmer should not be enjoying a 
similar degree of prosperity. 

There is but one obstacle in the way, and 
that is the lack of home markets, such as 
the farmers of the north and westenjoy. To 
mé¢asure the energy, the thriftand the enter- 
piise of the southern farmer aga‘nst the solid 
prosperity of the northern farmer is to yoke 


what is unjust with what is ridiculous. If 


the northern farmer were compelled by inex- 
orable circumstances to give his whole time 
and attention to raising one article for mar- 
ket, we should find fewer unjust compari- 
sons betweeu the farmers of the two sec- 
tions. . 

The farmer of the northwest devotes his 
entire attention to wheat, and the far west- 
ern farmer raises wheat ad corn. Are they 
more prosperous than the southern farmer, 
save where the resources of capital are em- 
ployed to overcome the difficulties that lie 
between them and the marketsof the world ? 
The southern farmer plants cotton because it 
is a cash crop—because there is a market for 
it wherever it grows—a market at his door or 
on the other side of the world. He has no 
more preference for cotton than he has for 
cabbages or sweet potatoes, but for the one 
he finds a market at his door, while there is 
a very limited demand for the others. The 
necessities of the situation—the lack of ade- 
quate home markets for his other products— 
drive him into the raising of cotton whether 
he will or no. 

The northern farmer has grown rich be- 
cause he has markets right at his door for all 
the truck and stuff he can raise, while the 
southern farmer is compelled to depend on 
cotton for which he is sure of a market. This 
fact constitutes the only difference between 
the prosperity of the northern and southern 
farmer. One has markets for all his © pro- 
ducts, and the other has a market for only 
one. Under the system of slavery, the south 
was compelled to devote itself to agriculture 
on a large scale. There was no opportunity 
for industrial development. But since the 
war, there has been a great change. Tie 
condition of the southern farmer has slowly 
improved. Heismore prosperous than he 
hasever been. The reason is not far to seek. 
The manufacturing industries of the south 
have increased a hundred fold during the 
past twenty years, and the aggregate result 
has been to give our farmers more and better 
markets ; and, just in proportion as_ these 
markets increase, just in that proportion 
will our farmers prosper. 


The Bradlaugh Case. 

Mr. Bradlaugh, the famous member of 
parliament for Northampton—a town full of 
free-thinking shoemakers—has been sworn 
in ; but if the tories still think they can 
make political capital out of his acknowl- 
edged atheism, they will question his right 
to a seat, and the entire question will be re- 
opened. Nothing, in other words, is settled 
by the oath he has just taken. 

In 1880 he raised the issue himself. He 
could have been sworn in then as he was 
sworn in last week, because it was the open- 
ing of a new house of commons, when mem- 
bers are sworn in as matter of course in 
batches. If the speaker had last week or in 
18£0 applied a religious test to Mr. Brad- 
langh, be would have had to apply it to 
other membeis, whose atheism is as distinct- 
ive as Mr. Bradlaugh’s. In 1880 the mem- 
ber for Northampton objected to the cus- 
tcmary oatb, and while the legality of affirm- 
ation was under consideration, the dema- 
gogues on the tory benches raised the issue 
that resulted in Bradlangh’s exclusion. When 
he subsequently eppeared it was on special 
writs issued during a session of parliament, 
and whenever he appeared at the bar between 
two sponsors, objection was made, the old 
issue revived, and the well-known scene re- 
enacted. 

He is now inside, and he can be ousted 
only on a direct motion, The chancellor of 
the exchequer has already shown what the 
cabinet thinks of the matter, in a letter ad- 
dressed to the speaker. The speaker disre- 
garded the letter, on the ground that he had 
no right to prevent any member from taking 
the cath. Mr. Bradlaugh had lost the desire 
that he had in 1880, to affirm, and so Nortf- 
ampton is again represented. Bigotry and 
tory demagogism may yet oust him, but the 
chances are that he will stick. The right of 
affirmation, and the effect of the lack of re- 
ligious belief and all the other issues of the 
case remain, however, unsettled, except, of 
course, the immediate representation of the 
Northampton shoemakers. The man they 
stood by through repeated ousters has won, 
and they are doubtless gratified.

“A MU or Remarkable for Its Statements and 
Drift, 

LonpON, January 18.—A sensation has been 
created by the publication of a letter from 
Bismarck to the pope, acknowledging 
the receipt of the decoration of 
the order of Christ, recently conferred 
cn the German chancellor by his holiness. 
The letter commences by addressing the pope 
xs “Sire,” and says: “Your kind letter and 
decoration have greatly gratified myself and 
Emperor William.” It then gocs on to state 
that the pope’s words that the papacy means 
to practice words of peace, first suggested to 
Bismarck the idea of secking the mediation ot 
his holiness in the Carolines question, and in 
deference to his faith and unweakened confi- 
dence in the pope’s elevated views and impar- 
tiality he selected the pope as the arbiter ol 
the dispute. Germany and Spain have no cause 
to complain of the terms of the protocol, and 
the effect of the mediation will be lasting. Bis- 
marck will not neglect the chance to attest his 
lively gratitude, highest devotion aud deepest 
respect for his holiness in the future. The 
letter is signed, “Your very humble servant,”’

To Occur Today in the Cemetery ia Wilminzg- 
ton, Delaware. 

Wasnine@pn, January 18.—The remains 
of Miss Bayard will be interred in the Wil- 
mington, Del., cemetery tomorrow, beside 
those of others of her father’s family. Her 
very sudden death has created great sorrow 
in Washington in all circles, and Secretary 
Bayard has received many ¢@xpressivus of 
sympathy from all sides here, and also many 
from throughout the country. For the past 
two days the people of this city have talked 
of nothing but the sad occurrence. 

WHAT THE DOCTOR SAYS. 

Dr. Gardner, the family physician of the 
Bayards, isa young, rather. haadsome mun, 
thin, of more than medium height, with full, 
auburn whiskers. He is of the homeophathic 
school. “I was not at all surprised to hear of Miss 
Bayard’s deatb,” said the doctor, quietly. “I 
had been treating her for some time and knew 
that she was afflicted with heart trouble. It 
had been her custom to rise about lor 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. She was up constantly until 
the small hours of the night. On the day of 
her death at 2 o’cleck, or about that hour, 
they went to her room to call her to attend 
the white house reception, and there being no 
response they entered and found her uncon- 
scious. Then they sent for me.” 

“Were any efforts made by the family to re- 
suscitate her?” 

“No. They sent for me immediately. When 
I arrived at the house the body was still warm. 
I at firstthought that something might be 
done, but athorough examination conviaced 
we that she was past all hope.” 

‘Was Secretary Bayard present?” 

“He was there when! arrived. He had been 
sent for.”

Said one of these friends: ‘“‘I 
would not be surprised if the death of Miss 
Katherine Bayard should lead to the resigna- 
tion of the secretary of state. He has been 
very much disgusted with his position and 
the thousand annoyances attendant upon it. 
He has felt the bitterness of bearing un- 
justly the burden and blame of many appoint- 
ments for which he was not at all responsible. 
He has said to me more than once that he was 
weary of being made the scapegoat of other 
people’s blunders. “I know,” said this firm 
friend, ‘“‘that Mr. Bayard has been upon the 
point of giving up everything and retiring to 
private life more than once. What is there in 
the cabinet for him? He has nota large 
private fortune. The salary is not sufficient to 
meet his expenses. He has a large family to 
educate and the longer he remains in his pres- 
ent position the worse he is off. I know that 
bis deughees has been of the greatest possible 
service to him in every way. She has been his 
counsellor, confidant and adviser. Every 
night, unless called out by some other engage- 
ment, the two were in the habit of sitting 
down together and talking over the affairs of 
the day.”

“THE MIKADO” LAST NIGHT AT 
DEGIVE’S. 


A Brilliant Audience and a Fine Rendition of the 
Opera—“ Linda de Chamouni” Tonight and 4 
“WMWikedo” Matinee-— The Yum-Yum 
Kise—The Change in Programme. 


One of the most brillfant audiences, both 80 
cially and in point of dress, that ever gathered in 
DeGive’s opera house greeted Emma Abbott last 
evening. Long before the curtain was rang up for 
the first act every available seat in the parquet and 
dress circle was occupied and standing room was 
at par. Miss Abbott’s reception was truly an ova- 
tion and every concerted number won an encore.

There 
is nothing disappointing in the Abbott kiss; it is 
not overdone nor underdone, it is the real, genuine 
over-the-front-gate-at-10:50-p. m. kind, and the 
sighs of the few ‘bald heads” down in front, when 
it occurred, could, be distinetly heard. 

Miss Abbott’s marvelous voice and attractive 
stage presence, her arch acting and her coqaetiish 
ways completely won the audience, and storms of 
2pplause tollowed each of her arias. In the second 
act an exhibition of Miss Abbott’s wonderful 
vocalization wasgiven in the ‘‘flute candenzas,’’ in- 
troduced by special request. It isindeed seldom one 
hears a human voice that blends so perfectly with 
the flute thatthe oneis not distinguishable from 
the other. In these cadenzas Miss Albbott’s voice 
scared up and up, until it seemed that the very 
highest note possible tothe human voice had beeu 
reached, when suddenly, with a trill of exquisite 
purity and finish, she let the  harmo- 
ny die away like an_ echo, while the 
audience sat spellbound and breathless. 
Such singing as this is seldom heard in Atlanta. 

As ‘‘Katisha,’’ the plotting woman, Miss Annan- 
dale, appeared, as she always does, to excellent 
advantage, and made a decided nit. 

Signor Montegiifio isafavorite in Atlanta, He 
was the original ‘‘Nanki-Poo’’ in America. His 
voice has greatly improved since he was here two 
years ago, and he stands, today, one of the leading 
tenors on the _ stage. He and Messrs, 
Broderick, Pruetic and Dixon SuS- 
tained the leading male pore. Pruette 
wasa pupil of the late Ettore Barili, father of Pro- 
fessor Barili, of Atlanta, and although he had a 
short part as the ‘‘Mikado,’’ he did well and exhib- 
ited a wonderfully full, strong baritone voice. Mr. 
Broderick as the “Lord High Chamberlain” was 
one of the best characters in the opera, and it will 
be a musical treat to bear him in grand opera. 

Fred Dixon, the comedian, was funny and sang 
his several songs so acceptably that he always was 
called back. He got off some good hits on Atlan- 
ae, penning an excellent one on the artesian 
well. 

In view of the fact that many persons were un- 
able to obtain tickets for last night’s performance, 
the management have deemed it advisable to sub- 
Stitute the ‘‘“Mikado’’ for ‘‘1] Trovatore’’ as origin- 
ally announced. ‘‘The Mikado” will, therefore, 
will be given at the matinee today with the same 
cast as last night. 

Considering the fact that many of the tickets are 
already sold for Trobatore, and to many who were 
present last night, there is considerable dissatisfac- 
tion at the change, while there are many others 
who will receive the announcement with pleasure, 
asthey will have an opportunity which circum- 
stances otherwise prevented, of seeing ‘‘Mikado.’’ 
Jt is doubtfulgif the change is a wise one, from a 
pecuniary standpoint and even if it proves so there 
is still a question as to its policy.

HE DEFEATS MR. STOCKDELL FOR 
M@YOR PRO TEM. 


The General Council Meets in Regular Session and 
Blects Mr. Hutchison Mayor Pro Tem.—How 
the Election Passed Off—-Who Nomizna- 
ted the Candidates — Committees. 


Alderman Hutchison is now mayor pro tem 
of Atlanta. 

He was elected by the entire vote of the 
general council yesterday afternoon. 

The election was the last act of the session. 
It passed off tranquilly and evenly, much 
to the surprise of the large crowd present. 

By some means the public was led to believe 
that the election would be astormy one and that 
some salty things would be said in the debate 
preceeding the election, and by the gentlemen 
who would place the names of the aspirants 
before the body. Fortunately, however, noth- 
ing harsh was said by any one. On the con- 
trary both gentlemen Were highly compli- 
mented when their names were placed befere 
the house. 

THE NAMES PRESENTED, 

Just before nominations were asked for Mr. 
Stockdell left his seat in the aldermanic board 
and drawing a chair close to Mr. Kirkpatrick, 
the senior member from the sixth ward, sat 
down. When Mayor Hillyer asked for nomi- 
nations Mr. Beatie arose and said: 

“T desire to place before this body the name 
of Alderman Hutchison, a gentleman eminent- 
ly qualified for the position.” 

Mr. Beatie then resumed his seat, afd Mr. 
Cooper arose and placed before the body the 
name of Alderman Stockdell. In nominating 
Mr. Stockdell. Mr. Cooper said that in accord- 
ance with the custom in vogue that the senior 
alderman. should serve as mayor pro tem. 
While be had no objection to Alderman Hutch- 
ison whom he knew to be an upright and 
honorable man he would nominate for thatSpo- 
sition Alderman Stockdell. He did so because 
he believed he was entitled to the honor, both 
by right and seniority, and on 
account of his disinterested services 
to the city. To defeat him for this position 
would be to p!ace a stigma on him in the pub- 
lic view, which he did not deserve. Mr. 
Cooper said he had a right to speak of Alder- 
map Stockdell’s record in the council, because 
he bad served with him two years and had 
noted his conduct. He wanted to say that 
there was nothing in Mr. Stockdell’s conduct 
that warranted reproach, So believing, it Was 
his pleasure to place him in nomination and to 
give him a cordial support. 

MR. STOCKDELL DECLINES TO RUN. 

Immediately after Mr. Cooper sat dowan Mr. 


*Stockdell arose and said: 


‘| appreciate what Mr. Cooper bas said of 
me, but under the circumstances I must most 
respectfully decline to allow my name to go 
before this body as acandidate for mayor pro 
tem. |! donot care to be slaughtered and can- 
not consent to make the race.” 

Mayor Hillyer then asked for further nomi- 
nations. There were no others and the clerk 
was instructed to proceed with the call. 

“Alderman Cooper?” asked the clerk. 

‘‘Hutchison,”’ was the response. 

“Alderman Gramling?” 

“Hutchison,” was the answer. 

“Alderman Collier?” 

“Hutchison,’ answered the young alder- 
man. 

So the call went on and sothe responses 
came in until the name of Mr. Angier was 
reached. He was absent fromhis seat and 
the clerk called the next name. The response 
was like the others. Before the call was com- 
pleted Mr. Angier re-entered the chamber and 
had his vote recorded for Mr. Hutchison. In 
calling the roll the clerk omitted to cail the 
names of Mr. Stockdell and Mr. Hutchison and 
when the call was completed Mr. Stockdell 
arose gnd said: 

“My name was not called.” 

THE CANDIDATE’S VOTE. 

“T did not cal] the name of Mr, Hutchison, 
either,” said Clerk Goldsmith, ‘‘because they 
were boil before the house.” 

‘Call both names, Mr. Clerk,” said the may- 
or. 
“Alderman Stockdell?” called the clerk. 
“Hutchison,” was the answer, quickly. 
“Alderman Hutchison?” said the cherk. 
“Well, ef course I can’t vote, as I’m the on- 
ly candidate,” he answered. 

This ended the election. The tally sheet 
was footed up. It showed fourteen votes for 
Mr. Hutchison. It was then passed to Mayor 
Hillyer, who announced the vote, saying: 

“Mr. Hutchison has received fourteen votes, 
a majority, and 1s consequently elected mayor 
pro tem.” 

Mr. Hutchison received every vote present 
except his own, of course. Mr. May and Dr. 
Roy were absent and did not vote. 

MAYOR PRO TEM HUTCHISON SPEAKS, 

Assoon as the result was announced Mr. 
Hutchison arose and said he desired to return 
his sincere thanksto his colleagues for the 
expression of their friendship and confidence. 
The position to which he had just been elected 
he accepted asa trust, and whatever of addi- 
tional duties or responsibilities it might bring, 
he would try to discharge to the best of his 
abil ty. 

A STRIKE AT CONVICT LABOR. 

Previous to the election for mayor pro tem, 
Mr. Cooper made a strike at the use of convict 
labor inthe city work, by introducing the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Whereas, Inthe published presentments of the 
recent grand jury of Fulton county the following 
language occurs, to wit: ‘‘At the earliest practica- 
ble moment the system of hiring out convicts 
should end forever in Georgia. It is wrong in 

rinciple, unjust in its operations and not credita- 

le to the state orits people orthe age in which 
we live. It is wrong to put convicts to work at me- 
chanical trades or manufacturing of any kind, or 
at any work where their labor will compete either 
while in penal servitude or afterward with that of 
good Citizens who have violated no law;’”’ and 
~ Whereas, The general council of Atlanta con | 
nizes thetruth of the statementstherein contained, 
therefore, in order to indorse and carry into effect 
the recommendations of said grand jury in this re- 
spect so farasis in the power of the city govern- 
ment to do, be it 

Resolved, That the commissioner of public 
works be instructed to stipulate in his advertise- 
menitsand contracts for sidewalks, guttering, curb- 
ing, sewers and permanent improvements, for the 
year 18*6, that no part of said work shall be per- 
formed by convict labor, or any material used 
therein which is the product of convict labor, and 
that any violation of this resolution. will work a 
cessation of the contract, and the forfeiture to the 
city of unpaid claims for such work. 

NEW WATER MAINS, 

Colonel Adair, of the water works commis- 
sion, presented a psper from his board asking 
the council to appropriate money for laying 
14,509 feet of water main. The paper wants 
4,160 feet from Ivy street along Houston to 
the Boulevard 933 from Mangum along Mitch- 
ell to Davis, 1,963 from Mitchell along Davis 
to Foundry, 1,513 from Davis along Foundry 
to Elliot, 4,500 from Baker, along West Peach- 
tree to Kimball. 

The paper was read and Mr. Green quickly 
obtained the floor and offered a resolution di- 
recting a water main on Houston street from 
Ivy street to the Boulevard, at a cost of 
$3,650.90, The paper from the water commis- 
sion and Mr. Green’s resolution were referred 
to the waterworks committee. 

Mr. Angier presented an ordinance creating 
a warden of the poor.
